SUB COM5IITTEES AGREE 


Chicago — An agreement to settle 


the Illinois coa! strike was reached 
Tuesday afternoon by the sub-commit- 
tee of Illinois operators and miners' 
scale committee, the Associated Press 
learned. 


The settlement plan is a renewal of 


the 1922 wage contract which is in 
accord with the Cleveland agreement 
for settlement of the nation-wide coa! 
strike which began April 1, last. 


Although the settlement plan had 


not been signed, the leaders in the 
subcommittee conference were agreed 
that the ratification of the agreement 
would, not be long delayed. 


"I'am going home Tuesday night," 


eaid_ W. K. Kavanaugh, president of 
the fifth and ninth district operators' 
association, in emphasizing the,.fact 
that an agreement had been reached. 


The draft of the agreement reached 


by the sub-committee was not ev- 
pected to be long. Its exact form was 
said to be ready for publication and 
was expected to be signed promptly at 
a joint conference of the full wage 
scale committee of operators and min- 
ers at 2 P. M, The ratification ap- 
peared to be little more than a for- 
mality, according to leading operators 
who agreed that the settlement had 
been decided upon. 


SESSION IS DELAYED 


The joint session 
for ratification 


v.as delayed while the operator mem- 
bers of thee sub-committee reported 
to the operators' wage scale commit- 
tee. 


Operators generally expressed the 


belief that coal would be coming out 
Of the mines in 24 hours and in many 
mines 
almost 
normal 
production 


•would be reached within 48 hours. 


There are 
375 mines in Illinois 


which within ten days could be pro- 
ducing the normal output of 340,000 
tons a day, according to officials of 
coal associations. This output, it was 
eaid probably could be continued to 
at least two weeks when due to con- 
gestion on the railroads production 
probably would be slowed down to 
approximately 250.000 tons daily.

Senate Takes First Formal 


Steps For Creation of Fact 


Finding Body 


By Associated Press 


Washington—While the senate la- 


bor committee was taking the first 
formal action toward creation of the. 
coal fact finding commission recom- 
mended by President Harding, the 
President let it be known Tuesday 
that hs was disposed to insist that 
the investigating body be made up ex- 
clusively of impartial representatives 
of the public without special represen- 
tation for either mine operators or 
employes. 


The house committee's bill also was 


favorably reported after a number of 
changes were made from the form it 
originally was drafted by Chairman 
Winslow. 
As perfected It provides 


for a commission of nine members 
while the measure drawn by the sen- 
ate committee specifies that the mem- 
bership shall be five. In each bill the 
commission is provided sweeping pow- 
ers of investigation. 


A bill for a commission on which 


the president would bs free to choose 
representatives of the operators, min- 
ers or the public as he saw fit, was 
favorably reported by the senate com- 
mitte?. At the same time the house 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission 


worked 
independently, 
refused 
to 


strike from its tentative bill a provi- 
sion which would expressly prohibit 
membership on the commission by 
any person having any interest in or 
connection with the coal industry.

Duty Bill Tied Up For Time Be-

Washington—The legislative situa- 


tion gets more muddled daily. Now it 
begins to look as if the tariff will be 
indefinitely tied up in conference be- 
tween the -house and senate and may 
without any deliberate effort on any 
body's part be still under • considara- 
tion when the people go to the polls in 
November. 


As for the bonus and ship subsidy 


the latter has littls chance in the pres- 
ent melee and will get more votes aft- 
er the election. 
The bonus, or ad- 


justed compensation bill as the Amsri- 
can legion leaders prefer to have it 
described, will b« passed this week. 


There is no doubt that ths votes in 


favor of the bill are greatly in excess 
of those against it. The only ques- 
tion now is whether the senate will 
cast more than a two-thirds vote in 
favor, of ths measure. 
Some of the 


friends of the bill believe if the bill 
passes by a two-thirds vote, the futil- 
ity of a veto will have been so con- 
spicuously 
demonstrated 
that Mr. 


Harding will not wish to risk being 
over-riddon by his party. 


DEMONSTRATES IMPATIENCE 
Every statement 
and 
intimation 


from the white house, however, has 
been "directly to the contrary, and the 
president is said to have exhibited 
much impatience recently when one 
of his callers brought the information 
that the senate Was -expectingfijtm to 
shift his position and sign the bill aft- 
er all. 


If the senate really expects that, the 


measure must be modified considerab- 
ly to provide a justification for a 
change of the presidential mind. The 
chances are Mr. Harding will veto the 
bill and that it will be promptly made 
a law over his veto as two-thirds are 
available in both houses. 


CONGRESS TO GO AHEAD 


In the face of the known disapprov- 


al .by President Harding of the bonus 
measure and the repeated statements 
of treasury officials that the 
bill 


would add somethink like four billion 
dollars to the public debt, congress is 
going ahead. 
To the average observ- 


er this must seem a curious state of 
affairs but the truth is the members 
of congress do not share the pessi- 
mism' of the officials in the executive 
branch of the government. 
They ex- 


pect the country somehow to carry the 
burden and they insist especially in 
'their private talks on the subject that 
the refunding operations of the gov- 
ernment are being carried on much 
more smoothly than the public knows. 


The soldier bonus bill could not over- 


ride a presidential vote without sub- 
stantial aid from Democrats. 
But 


since the Democrats are not in power 
they will not be hurt by such dissatis- 
faction as may arise over the high 
cost of government or the failure of 
the Republicans to reduce taxes. The 
Democrats will profit politically by 
what the Republicans are doing.

More Than 150,000 To Be Af- 


fected By 20 Per Cent 


Increase

New York—The United States Steel 


Corporation Tuesday announced that 
the wage rate of day labor at all its 
manufacturing plants 
would be in- 


ersased 20 per cent September 1, and 
that other rates would be equitably 
adjusted. 


'At the offices of the corporation it 


was said about 156,000 would be af- 
fectsd by the new scale and that they 
would receive 36 cents an hour un- 
der, the advanced wages. 


The corporation has about 220,000 


men on its payroll but 64,000 are in 
the mining and\transportation depart- 
ments, it was said. 


The increase is tha first since Feb- 


ruary 1, 1920 when the men were 
boosted 10 per cent and received 47 
cents an hour. On May 16 the wage* 
were cut 20 per cent and on June 16, 
of the same year overtime was cut for 
the workers. The final cut came^ Aug- 
ust 19. 1921, when wage* were reduced 
to 30 cents an hour.

and railroad strikes, the president sup- 
plied little, if any. information that had 
not reached the public through the news- 
papers, though the following paragraph 


J is worth repeating.

Governors in various states reported that 


' their operators and miners bad no dispute ana 
were eager to resume production. District lead- 
ers informed me that their workmen were 
(anxious to return to their jobs, but that they 


I were not permitted to do so. Hundreds of wives 
,of workmen have addressed the White house be- 
seeching a settlement: alleging that they knew 
no grievance, and there is an unending story of 
appeals for relief where necessity or suffering 
were impelling, where a mere expression of need 
ought to find ready compliance. 


In^regard to the railroad strike, the 


president says that it is not his intention 
to ask congress to deal with fundamental 
problems at this time: that there are ex- 
isting laws to settle the prevailing dis- 
putes, and that "it is my purpose to in- 
voke these laws, civil and 
criminal. 


'against all offenders alike/' 
I am re- 


solved." he declares, in conclusion, '"to

LEADERS ARE ONLY FOLLOWERS 


Every occasion, it is said generally as 


* conclusive belief, draws forth leaders 
competent to master it. 
Yet there is no 


l»ct of history which is clearer than the 


opposite. 
Seldom does it happen that 


great men rise up in crises and dominate 
national or world affairs, and most of 
those who are called great and who are 
honored for bcneneient achievement were 
simply opportunists who compromised mo- 
mentous causes for particular ends. 


The well known New York financier, 


Mr. Paul M. Warburg, made this burn- 
ing assertion at a recent meeting of the 
Institute of Politics: "There never was 
a time when public men were offered a 
greater opportunity to serve their coun- 
tries by speaking the truth, or when more 
brazenly and more cowardly they whis- 
pered the truth in private, while, from the 
housetops and soapboxes, they told the 
stories that .would get them votes and 
keep them in their political jobs.'' 


In the United States and most of the 


countries of Europe, if not all, men who 
should be leaders, and on whom the peo- 
ple rely ,for direction, have their ears to 
the ground, sounding out public opinion. 
Instead of attempting to lead, they are 
willing to be led. 
As a consequence they 


are guided not by what the people con- 
scientiously think, but by the fear which 
the people feel and by the trickery of in- 
fluential economic and social groups. 


The masses always prefer to be led. 


They have a lurking idea as to what their 
opinions should be. an instinct as to what 
is right, but without leadership they can- 
not trust themselves to reach a decision 
or to manifest 
their 
inclination 
of 


thought. 
Nevertheless, those who should 


be masters wait for the expression of pub- 
lic opinion. 


TThen the masses see the right, they 


recognize it. 
It appeals to them as the 


realization of mental impressions which 
they have had indistinctively. 
TThen 


they see leaders espousing the right, in 
loyal patriotic and sincere fairness, they 
hail the masters. 


Those who should be leaders are mak- 


ing the mistake of being followers. Their 
error lies in lack of courage. 
The people 


will find out that they have been im- 
posters. 
The situation calls for men of 


fearlessness who are qualified to be lead- 
ers by dealing frankly and honestly with 
principles. 


A PRESCRIPTION FOR ALL OF US 


So often is old age urged by youth to 


step aside and hand over its duties to 
youth that it is not surprising that some- 
one now and then should come to the de- 
fense of old agp. 


Quite as eloquent a defense of old age 


as was ever penned by its ablest champion 
is to be found in the fact that a grand- 
mother 71 years old entered ' Columbia 
University, and that a Louisiana district 
judge only nine years her junior entered 
the University of Michigan law college 
this summer. Mrs. A. P. Crawford is tak- 
ing up the studies of philosophy and lit- 
erature. Judge John E. Reynolds is work- 
ing for his law degree. By the time they 
get through with their university work 
they will both be more advanced in years 
than they are now. 


But for all that they won't be o 


are both learning: they are adding to 
their store of information; they are sit- 
ting side by side with students 40 and 50 
years younger than these two belated 
scholars, and no doubt they look forward 
to getting their diplomas as eagerly as any 
of the youngsters in the classes with them. 


Wherefore they cannot be said to be 


old. because they are both looking for- 
ward to something, to an achievement of 
their own making, to a day when they 
will have won something not now in their 
possession. 
Such people do not grow old. 


The late Charles Pi. Miller, editor of the 
New York Times, began the study of 
Russian when he was 68 years of age. 
He did not think his education finished 
when he graduated from college; he kept 
his mind plastic and mobile. 
And in 


consequence he could put into his stu- 
dies in mature years the enthusiasm of 
youth. 


Old age should be considered merely an 


attitude of mind. 
Some of these old boys 


and girls succeed in being literally as 
young as they feel, and when you feel 
like taking up university work at 71 
years of age. you must feel pretty young. 
Consider the world of experience which 
Mrs. 
Crawford, grandmother, brings to 


her studies in philosophy, and what poise 
and acumen Judge Reynolds will bring 
to his studies in the law. 
And still both 


will learn much. 


That is the secret of staying young in 


old age—looking forward to something 
and learning something. 
More of us 


should make use of this prescription.

Is Arthritis Rheumatic? 


I learned a long while ago that when a reader 


writes that he has gastritis he means he thinks 
there is too much gas in his stomach. These 
medical terms are confusing. 
I learned only re- 


cently that when a reader asks for something to 
clear or purify his blood he usually means he ha? 
some pimples or other skin blemishes. 
And al 


though pimples and most other skin troubles are 
not more to be associated with impure blood than 
gastritis is with gp.s in the stomach, I can readily 
understand how such notions have been engen- 
dered by the perusal of the almanac on long win- 
ter evenings. 


Probably 20 years ago the versatile valetudinar- 


ian got hep. as they say in Chelsea, to a new 
name for his aches and pains, a name which had 
a very gratifying fashionable ring and sort of lift- 
ed the gifted one above the level of ordinary 70 
per centers. It was neuritis, and the term seemed 
admirably fitted for any ache or pain with fash- 
ionable possibilities. It suggested something nov- 
el and original, something new, in short. For sev- 
eral years, to judge by the spread of this select 
malady, the 400. figuratively speaking, must have 
worked overtime discovering new treatments for 
the new itis. 
There is still magic in the 
term 


neuritis, for the unsophisticated, but as a ficti- 
ous diagnosis it is now practically petered out 
Perhaps the deluded ones gained 
some 
inkling 


that actual ner\-e inflamation is often caused by 
alcohol, vulgar and even humiliating infections, 
and industrial poisons such as lead and arsenic. 
Often enough, at any rate, to keep the well in- 
formed from boasting of his neuritis. 


One of the latest terms to achieve popularity-is 


arthritis. 
I find from correspondence with read- 


ers that arthritis enjoys the dignity of a new dis 
ease in the estimation of the laitj-. One discovers 
this term, learns to pronounce the first i long, 
and tosses the» old rheumatism in the ash can. 
Arthritis has class, and nearly all the doctors be- 
lieve in it, that is. they admit that folks really 
have it even though the folks themselves think 
they do. 


Arthritis may be artful but not in the least ar 


tistic. 
It is nothing more than another disap- 


pointing medical term for joint inflammation. It 
doesii't matter where the iomt inflammation is a 
mar won in honorable or 
dishonorable 
battle. 


Some 10 or 15 per cent of arthritis cases of, a 
chronic character or of more than a few week's 
duration are caused by gonorrhea or syphilis. Two 
or 3 per cent are caused by tuberculosis. But the 
great majority are due to focal infection, usually 
with a strain or tvpe of bacteria called strepto- 
cocci, the septic focus in which they lodge and 
thrive and multiply and from which they fare 
forth into the blood stream to find 
some 
nice 


tender joint lining or heart lining or gall sac lin- 
ing to attack, being a depot or terminal some- 
where on the mucous surface. 


Joints and their 
lining 
(serious) 
membranes 


have a. rather inferior circulation and the tissues 
and celjs are none too well supplied with nutri- 
ment. Many modes of treatment, aside from re- 
moving septic foci and opposing focal infection, do 
good in arthritis by influencing the local circula- 
tion and hence the nutrition of the tissues and 
cells affected.

of an approaching crisis and the more 
or Isss secret plans in connection with 
it became apparent almost regularly 
at the beginning of the new govern- 
ment's activities and 
finally 
that 


many of these, if not all, remained in 
power only at the cost of equivoca- 
tions and transactions, landing rather 
to perpetuate than dissipate the in- 
itial ambiquity of their constitution— 
if all this be taken into account with- 
out prejudice of party, we must ad- 
mit it is no exaggeration to say that 
Italy at the present time is not con- 
fronted with a government crisis but 
rather with a crisis of its institutions. 


"The almost optimistic 
skepticism 


which is the greatest virtue and at 
the same time the greatest fault of 
the Italian people make them inclined 
to laugh at and unheed the warning 


of pessimists, with the usual words: 
'Things will arrange themselves.' If it 
be true on the one hand that suddsn

the less true, on the other hand, that 
such an equilibrium is often 
worse

Bolshevism consists in the guppres 
sion of the causes which created it 
end keep it alive. 
The only remedy 


against 
ths revolution of the lower 


classes is the revolution of the higher 
classes. Revolution does not always 
mean riots in public places, blood-shed 
and executions. The sanguinary con- 
flicts which for a year and a half have 
afflicted Italy, ars civil war, but not 
revolution. Revolution, in a. certain 
sense, took place in the unwonted die- 
placement of political 
and

values caused by the war, 


."The urgent problem then is to ad- 


just the state of law to a state of fact.

Institutions which no longer 


correspond to the exigencies of real- 
ities must be modified if thsy are not 
to crumble to pieces, leaving behind

eptiness and anarchy. The

ations can also only be remedied by 
providing nsw methods of production 
and distribution of wealth, or by new 
methods of fiscal taxation. 


"A government which had enough

HOPPER A FLOATING BAIT 


Naturally the grasshopper. must be 


handled as a floating bait to be really 
effective, and to use him with a fly 
rod is the real sporting proposition. 
Before a lot of tha boys ever thought 
of making the now famous floating 
bass bugs, the hopper was the real 
floating baes bait. If you cast with, 
the fly rod and fly, take a little chance' 
with the hopper, casting 
up and 


across the stream and let your hopper 
float down stream naturally - with the 
current, placing it so that it will float 
down alongside of a boulder or log 
that may be breaking the surface of 
the water. If this choice bait does 
not scare up a strike there certainly 
is no bass holding down that spot. 


The grasshopper 
to be 
effective 


must be lively, and naturally lively at 
that, so do not take away of his kick 
by running the hook 
through 
his 


body. 
Simply place him along the 


shank of the hook and tie him on with 
a short piece of thread. As the bass 
takes the hopper from the surface in' 
the same quick strike he does a fly, 
it is necessary for the angler to strike 
him immediately on the rise. 
Strike 


sharply at the first rush or he gets 
your bait and nothing else. Of course, 
by tying the hopper along the hook 
the chances of losing the bait are 
lowered, yet it is necessary to strike 
quickly and set the hook without de- 
lay or the bass will blow out the bait.
